England's six million school children 
aie “so physically or mentally defec­ 
tive or diseased as to be incapable of 
deriving reasonable benefit from the 
education which the state provides” is 
made in a report just issued by the 
chief medical officer of the board of 
education. 
The report has aroused great inter­ 
est and has come as a shock to the 
public 
generally. 
The 
Manchestel j 
Guardian says that the report “should 
t wa ken fears as to the nation’s future 
as sharply as would news of a disas 
trous defeat of our arms.” 
It makes 
the point that the waste referred to is 
presentable and that while it is being 
lessened by better housing, better la­ 
bor conditions and purer and cheaper 
.oou, together with ampler medical fa- 
cilities and sounder ideas in education 
md hygiene, that “the nation moves 
with incredible slowness.” 
.S r George Newman, the chief medi­ 
al officer, at the conclusion of his re­ 
port, indicates that a complete scheme 
now practically ready that will en- 
ible the state to take entire charge of 
the child, mentally, 
physically 
and 
hoi ally, with a view to preventing in 
ut it re a repetition of reports as dis­ 
c la im in g as that just issued. 
The 
ran -formation is to be accomplished 
hrough the aid of several agencies 
The 
local 
education 
authorities, 
brough their school medical service, 
have established a system of remedy 
md, amelioration. 
Education commit 
ees, doctors, nurses and thousands ot 
voluntary workers compose a co-oper- 
itivo system designed 
to 
save 
the 
hild. 
The system is to extend from 
schools for mothers to the home and 
1*0111 welfare centers to juvenile em­ 
ployment. 
In his report Sir George 
Newman says: 
“Light years* work has brought to 
ight a large mass of physical defect 
and disease, varied in character and 
widespread, most of it preventable. In 
regard to the data thus provided we

lis t, not less than a quarter of a 
million children are seriously crippled 
invalided or disabled; not less than s 
uiiI!:on school children are so pliysi 
'ally or menially defective or disease! 
is to be unable to derive reasonable 
oenefit from the education which the 
st ait provides. 
If this figure be con 
side^ed merely from a financial point 
jf view and quite apart from the dis 
ease, suffering and premature death 
mailed, it will be seen that the state 
.s not getting adequate returns, on 
physical grounds alone, for a substan 
rial part of its expenditure on elemen 
I ary education. 
“Consideration 
of

seems to indicate that 
the 
physica 
welfare, and in part the education, of 
the child of school age is dependent 
upon ante-school conditions; and de 
pend nt also upon post-school condi 
lions. In other words, if we are deter 
mined to rear a healthy

Paris, Oct. SI.—Pierre Brizon, 
the 
socialist deputy, who recently called 
on Premier Briand “to stop the war,” 
and gave the premier o r e g o n to de­ 
liver in the chamber one qf the most 
eloquent speeches of 
his 
career, Is 
not taken seriously 
in 
France, but 
some portions of the address he de­ 
livered opposing the war credits are 
interesting. He is one 
of 
the three 
dissident social deputies who met a 
number of German socialists during 
the war in conference in Switzerland. 
In the course of his attempt 
in 
the 
chamber to arrive at a calculation of 
what the war costs he said: 
“How many 
men 
shall 
we have 
lost at the end of the war? I have 
said that it will 
last 
another year 
still, at least with the policy of Mon­ 
sieur Briand. Supposing that at the 
end of the war France has a million 
and a half of men killed. Going back 
to our calculation 
of 
the value of 
their work and taking an average of 
33 years of effective labor for each 
man, we reach the 
sum 
of 100,000 
francs for each individual. 
Multiply 
100,000 by a million and a half and 
you obtain 150 million francs as the 
economic value 
of 
the 
Frenchmen 
who will have been killed during the 
war. 
“Thus we have the 
three figures; 
50 billions and more public expendi­ 
tures at the present time; in a year 
more 30 billions more, making a to­ 
tal of SO billions for public expendi­ 
tures. Let us 
estimate 
five billions 
for the reparation 
of war damages, 
making 85 billions, to which we must 
add our old debt, which we are too 
likely to forget in these days, of 30 
billions, which makes 
115 
billions. 
There is the gulf that is to be filled 
in actual cash, which, added to tho 
120 billions of economic loss, brings 
the cost of the war up to 315 to 320 
billions of francs.” 
“W ar is a business,” 
cried Mon­ 
sieur Brizon at this point, provoking 
exclamations from all parts of the 
chamber. 
“Yes, in the capitalistic 
period in 
which we have 
lived 
for a century 
past, wars, colonial 
wars 
and 
the 
present war is nothing but business. 
“Now business is treated in a pru­ 
dent 
way, 
intelligently, 
prudently, 
with clear eyesight upon the future. 
Instead of giving 
the 
blood of his 
country, if Monsieur Briand could ob­ 
tain the result that we wish to ob­ 
tain— victory, according 
to 
you, or 
national independence that we all of 
us want—by negotiation or through 
intermediaries, 
we 
can, 
and 
we 
ought, to 
negotiate. 
Before 
having 
arrived at 
absolute, 
positive proof 
that any peaceful solution is impos­ 
sible, we have not the right to con­ 
tinue to throw, without counting, the 
People’s billions into 
the abyss and 
masses of men under the drumfire 
of death.”

New London, Conn., Nov. I —The 
German 
submarine,- Duetschland, 
RI' 
rived early this morning from Bremen 
on what 
was 
an 
uneventful voyage 
with a cargo of 75o tons of dye stuffs 
and chemicals worth millions. Fermis-j 
sion has not been granted by the cus- 1 
tom officials for the removal of the 
cargo. 
Neither Capt. Koenig, of the subma-1 
tine, or Capt. Hinsch, of the Eastern j 
Forwarding 
Co., 
were 
communica- j 
live as to details of the trip, but prom- • 
ised to see newspaper men in the af­ 
ternoon. 
Crowds 
thronged 
the 
docks 
this 
morning in hopes ut getting a glimpse 
of the craft, but the submarine is so 
well berthed in a pocket ahat not. even 
her mast shows. 
A return cargo ot 
crude rubber and surgical supplies for 
the Duetschland, 
valued ai 
$500,000 
has been ready on the pier for several j 
weeks. 
This is stored in a shed of 
corrugated iron 200 by 25 feet at the 
water’s edge. 
The North German Lloyd steamship, 
Wiliehad, is made fast to piling at a 
distance of 50 feet from the submarine 
with the stern hard arid fast against 
the New London bank of the Thames 
river. In such a position with the bank 
of the Thames on one side and the 
pier opposite and an open water space 
50 by 385 feet the boat is enclosed on 
three sides. 
A floating gate built 
on pontoons is made fast to piling 
set at the bow of the vessel and this 
makes a place where it is free from 
the gaze of spectators. 
Guards and private detectives kept 
visitors at a distance, and wires carry­ 
ing 
electrical 
currents 
have 
been 
placed around the vessels so that any­ 
thing coming in contact 
with 
them 
will ripg a gong. 
The Duetschland arrived early today 
completing her second voyage through 
the warships of 
Great 
Britain 
and 
France, under Capt. Koenig, who made 
the first trip. She was again in charge I 
of him on leaving Bremen October IO j 
and tying up at New London at 2:35 
o’clock this morning. 
W hile New London has been expect­ 
ing the arrival of the submarine the 
Deutschland’s appearance this morn­ 
ing occasioned 
great 
surprise.

Deutschland 
appeared 
off 
Eastern 
Point 
soon 
after midnight and 
an­ 
chored. 
A heavy fog hung over the 
sea and the T. A. Scott W recking com­ 
pany, sub-agenLs of the Eastern For­ 
warding company, sent its tug, T. A. 
Scott, jr., to tow Die craft 
into 
the 
wharf. 
On her trip oi 21 days to this coun­ 
try the Duetschland submerged only 
120 miles near tho English coast, 
lf 
the crew saw any 
British or 
French 
warships on their trip 
Capt. 
Koenig 
would not admit it. “ At any rate tiie> 
didn’t see us,” he raid. 
W ithin a few 
days it is expected 
the 
Duetschland 
w ill officially enter her cargo.

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. I.— Election wa­ 
gers in St. Louis are being placed prin­ 
cipally on the candidates for governor, 
with prevailing odds of about two to 
one that 
Frederick D. Gardner, the 
dentocratis nominee, will defeat Henry 
Lamm, the republican candidate. 
Abram M. Frumberg. 
an 
attorney, 
said yesterday be represented a St. 
Louis banker, who was ready to place 
a wager in any sum up to $10,000 at 
this figure. 
In this connection, various versions 
are current of an attempt to lay a 
wager between Frumberg 
and 
his 
client and Otto Stifel, republican sup­ 
porter of Lamm, which occasioned con­ 
siderable discussion at the Planters’ 
otel, last Saturday. 
The story as told 
by 
onlookers 
is 
that the two-to-one 
proposition was “ called” by Stifel, at 
$5,000 to $2,500, but 
that a 
dispute 
arose as to certifying the checks with 
the stakeholder. 
Stifel Fails to Appear. 
The disputants separated to return 
with validated checks at an appointed 
time several hours later. 
Friends of 
Stifel say he waited until long past the 
appointed time, aud 
departed. 
The 
other party to the wager returned a 
few minutes after his departure with 
the check. 
Friends of Frumberg and his client 
say en understanding was made at 
Stifel’s request to lay the wager the 
following day, at an appointed hour. 
anc! that Stifel tailed to appear. 
At the saloon of 
Joseph 
Mount, 
1315 Market street, 
where the spor­ 
tively inclined include both democrats 
and republicans various wagers have 
been laid. 
One bet was laid a few 
days ago of $1,000 to $500 on Gardner. 
A bet of $2,000 to $1,400 on Gardner 
was offered Monday, without takers. 
Other bets recorded are $450 even, 
that Gardner will carry St. Louis; $200 
even that Gardner will beat Lamm by 
20,000, and $250 even that Gardner will 
beat Lamm in St. Louis. 
W ilson Leads Col. Gardner. 
A few small bets have been made 
that Wilson will nm better in Mis­ 
souri than Gardner. 
Odds of one to 
three have been offered that prohibi­ 
tion will carry, with few takers. 
The 
zoo bonds are favorites, two to one. 
A great many small bets are being 
placed on the result in Illinois, ranging 
from one to two, that Wilson w ill 
carry the state, to even money that he 
will not lose it from 25,000 to 50,000. 
Carroll A. Berkely, 
an

broker in the Central

building, made $25 Monday afternoon 
by betting he had enough money lo 
make a bet on the presidetnial elec­ 
tion. 
In a political discussion Berkely of­ 
fered to bet a friend $1,000. The friend

Each put up $25 with a 
cigar clerk and Berkely was given ten 
minutes in which to return with $1,000.

fifth is now* under way. 
The contract 
is being fulfilled

Bridge company, at a total cost of 
$5,272. 
The largest of the bridges is 
a 
75 
foot, 
three 
sp»*t 
structure, 
over W alnut creek, on the Abell road, 
and cost $1,600. 
A fifty foot, double span is finished 
over Cedar creek, on the Bottawell 
Lodge road aud the approaches now 
are being filled in by P e rry Glenn, 
who secured the contract to make 
fills at all five of the bridges. 
A forty foot double span is almost 
completed over Shaver, on the Harned 
road, and a twenty-five foot span was 
built over a small stream north of 
Emmett Bouldin’s farm, southeast of 
Hughesville. 
The county court bas ordered the 
construction of quite a number of con­ 
crete culverts, four of which are now 
going in on the Sedalia-Trickum road, 
about eight miles north of the city. 
Quite a large interest is being put 
in on the road between L o n g w o o d and 
Wanamaker.
